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County pushing for 
ambulance board

Mountain View County is anxiously awaiting a response 
from the municipalities within the county on their proposed 
ambulance services board. 

A review of ambulance services within the county has 
recently been completed and copies have been sent to all the 
Towns in the county for their perusal. 

The county is proposing that an interim ambulance 
board be set up, in the hopes of implementing some of the 
strategies outlined in the review. 

A letter was sent along with the review to all the Towns 
to report the recommendations of the review committee. 

The idea behind this board is that the county wants only 
one group of individuals dealing with ambulances services 
within the region. 

Currently, the county is hoping to apply for Municipal 
2000 grant dollars so that they can hire a director for the 
board. They are hoping to find someone trained in ambu¬ 
lance services in the area. This cannot be done without the 
endorsement of all the municipalities in the county. 

The county also has to talk to the Health Authorities 
operating within the county to see if their plan is viable. 
They say that they want to have a good working relation¬ 
ship with the Health Authorities. 

Councillor Dave Derksen was not 100% behind the idea. 

"This is going to be a costly venture ... until it gets 
cheaper, it's going to get more expensive," Derksen said. 

Reeve Ian Harvie disagreed, saying "I support this recom¬ 
mendation whole-heartedly." 

A decision has to be made whether the board will go ahead 
soon, as the deadline for funding applications is June 30, 
2000.

The Crossfield Community Hall was buzzing with excite¬ 
ment last Friday night as a crowd of over 300 anxiously 
awaited the arrival of Canadian Alliance candidate Stockweli 
Day. 

Day, who is running against Preston Manning for the 
leader of the Alliance party, hosted a fund-raising dinner 
and auction which also featured many guests such as MLA 
Carol Haley; MLA Richard Marz and Wild Rose MP, Myron 
Thompson. 

But make no mistake, Day was definitely the man of the 
hour. Everyone in attendance at the $50 a plate dinner was 
expecting a motivational and enthusiastic speech from the 
former Alberta Treasurer. And the crowd did not go home 
disappointed. 

"I'm really pleased with what Stock's done," said Thompson 
in introducing Day. "I believe it's time Canada has a Prime 
Minister like Stockweli Day. I think we have the candidate 
here that can do all that. It's Day-time!" 

An explosive entrance was made by Day and his cam¬ 
paign crew, which included wife, Valorie. Music was 
blaring and people were chanting and clapping as Day made 
his way to the front. 

And when it came time to speak to the crowd, Day did so 
in his usual fashionable way, without looking at his notes. 

"We have to run a debt-free deficit campaign," was one of 
the first things Day said. 

”Our fund-raising is going well...we have hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, that's encouraging. We are very 
excited about the possibilities." 

Day immediately got the crowd cheering when he said he 
wanted to give the Liberals "a whole lot of time off." Day 
commented on the Liberals tenure as government saying 
it's time to change the government. 

"The government taking tax dollars and granting it to 
businesses is something that does not work." 

Day also talked about the brain drain factor in Canada. 

"When young people want to leave for opportunities, 
more power to them. But when young people are forced to 
leave, that's a national tragedy, that's a shame. We need to 
stop this." 

Low income families and dual income earning families 
were also a main concern to many. 

A $36 per child amount tax reduction means that 1.9 
million Canadians earning low incomes will not have to pay 
any of those taxes at all. 

"If I'm not successful on June 24, I'm going to need that 
policy," laughed Day. 

The national debt, which stands close to $577 billion, 
was something the federal Liberals did not concern them¬ 
selves with, according to Day. 

"If they were to continue paying $3 billion a year, the debt 
would be paid in 191 years. That is irresponsible disrespect¬ 
ful use of your tax dollars.” 

Day also added that every federal tax dollar sent to 
Ottawa, 30 cents comes off just to contribute to the $42 
billion carrying charge. 

Day said through their plans, the Debt will be gone in 58 
years. 

"Your kids will be here, and your grandkids will be here 
and they will thank you," said Day. 

Criminal justice systems were also mentioned, some¬ 
thing both Day and Thompson are worried about. 

"We call it a criminal justice system, the Liberals call it 
a justice system for criminals," Day said. Day added that 
parole is not something that should be demanded by law 
breakers, but is something that should be earned. 

Day said that too many people are thinking that it isn't 
right or good to always be talking about the justice system, 
but that they couldn't be more wrong. 

"It's not irresponsible to talk about changes we need in 
our criminal justice system, its responsible." 

In conclusion Day asked the people for their support if 
they want to see a better Canada. 

"We are in a time of change. Canada has had enough. ..it's 
time for safer homes, safer parks, safer streets and safer 
schools...it's time to show other nations how to live in 
prosperity. We have to send a few of us to Ottawa. Will you 
support us?" 

Day is a man who is all for the people and making this 
country the best place to live in the world. MP for Calgary S.E., 
Jason Kenny got a standing ovation when he summed up Day's 
traits by saying, "he's not a man who’s driven by ambition, he’s 
a man who's driven by the desire to serve his country." 

Voting takes place on June 24, 2000, however, in order to vote 
you must be an official member of that party. Cutoff date to 
become a member is June 17.

This yearly event was 
started so that political fig¬ 
ures within our community 
could be seen in a different 
light by their constituents. 

"The purpose of this break¬ 
fast, therefore, is to be obedi¬ 
ent to God's will and direction 
for our lives - that we should 
pray for those who are in lead¬ 
ership and in authority over 
us so that there may be peace 
in our community," read the 
program handed out at the 
breakfast. 

The agenda was loaded with 
local ministers and worship¬ 
pers, musicians and singers, 
along with local dignitaries 
including, Mayor Ray Lea. 

After a fabulous rendition 
of our national anthem by 
Christi Fillmore and the invo¬ 
cation by Dave Black, break¬ 
fast was served. The record 
crowd of over 240 people en¬ 
joyed quiche, fresh fruit and 
homemade muffins. 

Once the plates were cleared 
away, Dr. Kirsten Phillips 
took the stage to entertain the 
crowd. She played two lovely 
pieces on her flute, with the 
accompaniment of Lorraine 
Pahl on the keyboard. 

MLA Richard Marz ad¬ 
dressed the crowd and brought 
greetings from the province 
and from the country as well. 

Kory Simon then wowed the 
audience with his spectacular 
take on the popular song, Ave 
Maria. 

Mayor Lea thanked the 
crowd for making the event so 
successful. 

"You made the prayer break¬ 
fast a success and we thank 
you from the bottom of our 
hearts," Lea said. 

"It's great to have you out 
and have you praying for us." 

Trevor Sanche, a local 
teacher, then introduced the 
guest that everyone had been 
waiting for, Reverend Dale 
Lang of Taber. 


"This is a tremendously 
Godly man,” Sanche said. "He 
has been doing some tremen¬ 
dous things to help people." 

Sanche spoke of how 
Lang's son Jason was shot 
and killed last year at his 
high school during a random 
act of violence. 

"Where other people are 
looking for someone or some¬ 
thing to blame, Reverend 
Lang has taken this situa¬ 
tion and helped other people 
to find the Lord ..." 

The main point of Lang's 
speech was that it is time for 
us to let God back into our 
lives. 

"I see our society as being 
full of challenge today, but 
also full of hope," he began. 

Lang then went into the 
story of that terrible day that 
his son was killed. 

"I could never, ever have 
survived if I was not in a 
place where God could pour 
his grace into our lives," he 
said of that time. 

He spoke of being hounded 
by the press after the shoot¬ 
ing and how they all wanted 
him to make certain types of 
statements. 

He said that he was then 
given a opportunity by CBC 
to make a two-minute state¬ 
ment about anything he 
wanted. He spoke of God's 
love and about forgiveness 
and said that this just shocked 
the entire country. 

"People are not used to 
any concept of forgiveness ... 
they're used to a response of 
anger and bitterness," he 
said. 

"We had a huge impact on 
the country that we could 
forgive." 

Rev. Lang went on to talk 
about having God in his life 
and how it's time for others 
to welcome him as well. 

"I believe that God has 
given this country a wake- 
up call," he said. 

"God is always there for 
you. He never leaves you. 
He's always with you ... God 
continues to burn a passion 
in my life because there's no 


where else I want to be." 

Lang told the crowd that 
God wants to be a part of 
each of their lives. 

"God wants to touch every 
human heart in our country. 
God is interested in every 
human heart," he said. 

"God is calling today for 
people who will stand up and 
open their hearts to his pos¬ 
sibilities." 

Lang then spoke about 
how we have changed since 
letting God leave our lives. 

"We have denigrated, di¬ 
minished and damaged what 
it means to be a human be¬ 
ing," he said. "We have sunk 
so low in the moral fibre of 
our society." 

Lang went on to say that 
God wants to be a part of our 
lives and that it's time to let 
him into our hearts. 

"I believe that God wants 
to have a major visitation in 
our country. The question 
is, how will that visit be? 
Will it be a judgement or a 
revival?" 

He spoke about his son's 
death as "a mark in time when 
the church rose up and re¬ 
vival began to happen." 

"God is asking us if we're 
prepared to be the light to¬ 
day, in a world of so much 
darkness," Lang said. 

"I will no longer be silent 
because God wants a part in 
our country. I believe the 
potential is great in this 
country for God to move into 
people's lives," he continued. 

"God is touching people's 
lives and he's just looking 
for a church to be faithful." 

After Rev. Lang concluded 
his speech, Tom Hadway gave 
his appreciation and Marg 
Baril gave a benediction. 

The crowd was then treated 
to the Lord's Prayer, as sung 
by the very talented Amy 
Higgins. 

MC Roy Brassard con¬ 
cluded the morning by thank¬ 
ing all those involved. 

Definitely, everyone left 
the breakfast with a greater 
sense of peace and of God's 
love and hope for them.

How do you like to think of 
your Mounties? Sharp, well- 
scrubbed and forthright? Or sly, 
stinking of cigarette smoke, and 
a bit slow? 

Mounties mean a lot to Cana¬ 
dians. We count on them to 
protect us. They reside at the 
core of our national image - 
decency, integrity, all that stuff 
we hope the world associates 
with Canada. 

Now that the summer sport¬ 
ing season is upon us, I invite 
you to join me in checking the 
newspapers and sportscasts to 
see how important that image is 
to RCMP Commissioner Phil 
Murray. Judged on past per¬ 
formance, not very important. 

The problem I have with the 
Mounties comes from spending 
a lot of time fighting the use of 
tobacco products - especially 
among young Canadians. A lot 
of us can t abide the fact that 
45,000 Canadians die every year 
because they became addicted to 
sour and smelly little death 
sticks that eat away at their 
hearts and lungs. That amounts 
to more deaths each year than 
Canadians suffered in good cause 
during the entire six years of 
Second World War combat. 

I particularly resent the way 
tobacco companies try to seduce 
young people into replacing 
their dead customers. And I re¬ 
ally loathe the idea of these 
companies using the Mounties 
to shill for them. 

It is discouraging to open 
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newspapers and see Mounties, 
resplendent in their stetsons and 
red tunics, posing as bookends 
for athletes who had just won 
some sporting event sponsored 
by a tobacco company, with-the 
name of some cigarette in the 
foreground, or background - 
everywhere but on the stetsons 
themselves. 

Athletics (pure and healthy) 
+ Mounties (honest and brave) 
= cigarettes. Great equation. 
Just right for impressionable 
kids. 

Four years ago I wrote to 
Commissioner Phil Murray, ar¬ 
guing that the image of the 
ROMP was being sullied 
through their involvement in 
the promotion of tobacco prod¬ 
ucts. At first he ignored me. But 
after several months he re¬ 
sponded, perhaps because Phy¬ 
sicians For A Smoke Free 
Canada and the Non-Smokers 
Rights Association also started 
pursuing him. 

Commissioner Murray didn't 
give me everything I wanted. He 
was adamant that he would not 
ban Mounties entirely from to¬ 
bacco-sponsored events. But on 
October 7, 1996, he made the 
following concession, in writ¬ 
ing: 

"... Members who attend 
such functions should not be 
photographed, filmed or placed 
in locations that would associ¬ 
ate the member with the corpo¬ 
rate sponsor. . . ” 

Imagine my surprise, on Au¬ 
gust 23 of last year, when I 
looked at the front page of the 
Toronto Star and saw a photo of 
ROMP Corporal Joe McAllister 
"kibitzing" with tennis star 
Martina Hingis after she won 
the du Maurier Canadian Open 
singles championship. Not only 
could you read the du Maurier 
brand name clearly over Corp. 
McAllister's left shoulder, you 


could also read it on the trophy 
- two promos wrapped around 
two jolly, laughing folk heroes, 
one of them an athletic merce¬ 
nary, and the other, sadly, a 
Mountie. 

The explanation? On Novem¬ 
ber 19, 1999, Commissioner 
Murray wrote me to say he had 
been prompted to "reconsider" 
his earlier edict on using 
Mounties in promotional situa¬ 
tions. 

Mounties, he said, would be 
allowed to take part in "whole¬ 
some" events of value to Canadi¬ 
ans, and the question of who 
sponsors those events will be 
treated as "incidental." 

"Canadians are accustomed 
to this corporate signage at 
sporting and cultural events, 
and our presence will not be 
seen as an endorsement of the 
product depicted. " 

The last thing you expect is 
to be double-crossed by a 
Mountie. Most of the world has 
finally cottoned on to the ruth¬ 
lessness of the tobacco compa¬ 
nies. Law suits, movies, docu¬ 
mentaries, depict how these 
firms have cynically manipu¬ 
lated anybody they can get their 
hands on, delighted to exchange 
lives for profits. Thanks to peo¬ 
ple like Jeffrey Wigand ("The 
Insider"), nearly everybody is 
now fully aware. 

Except, apparently, the 
Mounties. It confounds me that 
this organization would want 
to smudge its healthy, robust 
image this way. But it confounds 
me even more that Canada's 
national police force - trained to 
outsmart the devious - contin¬ 
ues to be duped by con men who 
have already been exposed.

Day versus Long on tax cuts

Boy have we come a long 
way. In just a few short years 
Canadian governments have 
gone from ridiculing tax cuts to 
embracing them in their budg¬ 
ets. 

The only place where one 
can find any disagreement 
about tax cuts these days is 
with respect to the kinds of 
cuts being proposed 

The latest battle -lines have 
been drawn between Canadian 
Alliance leadership aspirants 
Stockwell Day and Tom Long. 
Day would like to make per¬ 
sonal income tax cuts priority 
number one. 

Long says that corporate tax 
cuts need to be emphasized in 
order to make Canada “the 
leading wealth generating na¬ 
tion on earth.” 

So who’s right? Well, both of 
them of course. Canada has the 
highest personal income taxes 
(as a percentage of total taxa¬ 
tion) amongst G-7 nations. 

On the other hand we also 
have the second highest gen¬ 
eral corporate income tax rate 
(43%) in the world - almost 9 
points higher than the OECD 
average. 

No wonder the Canadian 


content in your RRSP stinks. 

We should, then, be cutting 
both personal and corporate 
taxes simultaneously. 

This is a difficult political 
sell though because most peo¬ 
ple think that those big bad 
corporations should pay their 
“fair share” and that the “lit¬ 
tle guy” should get the full tax 
break. 

Well that sounds good but 
let’s get one thing straight - 
corporations do not pay tax. In¬ 
dividuals pay tax. 

This is true because a cor¬ 
poration is simply a collection 
device by which governments 
tax the income of the owners 
of a business. But that does not 
necessarily mean that it is the 
owners themselves who suffer 
a financial loss. 

For while it is the owners 
who remit the tax to various 
governments, it is also the 
owners who pass this business 
cost on to consumers through 
higher prices and to workers in 
the form of lower wages. Taxes 
are simply a cost of doing busi¬ 
ness. 

Corporate taxes impose fur¬ 
ther efficiency problems be¬ 
cause they constitute double 
taxation. 

Businesses, for instance, pay 
their taxes and then pay divi¬ 
dends to shareholders that are 


then taxed a second time. Capi¬ 
tal gains are treated in the 
same way with a company’s 
retained earnings being sub¬ 
jected to corporate income tax 
and then subjected again to 
personal capital gains taxes. In 
Canada, we offset double taxa¬ 
tion, in part, through the divi¬ 
dend tax credit and through 
the inclusion rate for capital 
gains, a more complete and 
appropriate solution would be 
to allow businesses to exclude 
dividends and capital gains 
from individual tax returns al¬ 
together. 

Anyway, the point is that, in 
the end, everyone pays busi¬ 
ness taxes. Corporate income 
tax, capital taxes, business 
property taxes, and every other 
tax paid by companies are ab¬ 
sorbed by the country’s citi¬ 
zens. 

Giving individual Canadians 
a tax break, then, also involves 
cutting taxes imposed on busi¬ 
ness. 

So the alleged conflict be¬ 
tween Mr. Day and Mr. Long is 
really a false dichotomy. Indi¬ 
vidual Canadians can and will 
benefit from both personal tax 
cuts and business tax cuts. 

The day we finally realize 
this will be the day that 
Canada becomes a competitive 
nation once again. 


Liberal-style 
democracy stifling 

I was shocked that the liberals cut 
off debate on legislation for a record- 
breaking 67th time. 

The record was broken last week 
when the Liberals used time alloca¬ 
tion on Bill C-25, the 1999 Budget 
Implementation Act. The government 
had one full year to debate and pass 
this legislation, but they waited until 
last minute and rammed it through 
the House. 

Stifling debate in the House of 
Commons has become as routine as 
Liberal spending hikes. They have choked off debate and si¬ 
lenced the voices of Canadians faster and more frequently then 
any other government in Canadain history. 

It took the Mulroney Tories nine years to reach 66 uses of 
time allocation and closure. It took the Chretien Liberals only 
six years to reach the same mark. 

In the past, the government shut down the right to speak in 
regard to legislation such as the Canadian Pension Plan and the 
Canada Election Act. Now, the Liberals pulled the same demo¬ 
cratic rug out from under Canadians with Bill C-25, and I expect 
the same thing to happen down the road with other important 
pieces of legislation by this summer. 

In a true democracy, the activities of government must 
always be transparent and adequately debated. Unfortunately, 
the Liberals ironclad, partisan control of Parliament and the 
public purse will never allow this to happen. Only with a 
Canadian Alliance Government would accountability proce¬ 
dures and true representation in the House of Commons be 
possible.

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Olds Golf Course 
denied 2000 tax 
exemption

Golf course to appeal 

County councillors did not 
grant the Olds Golf Course a tax 
exemption for this year. Presi¬ 
dent of the Olds Golf Course, Ken 
Weseen, and General Manager 
Brent Hutcheon were at the meet¬ 
ing to display their case for coun¬ 
cil. 

Although they were denied, 
Hutcheon was not that surprised 
at the decision. 

"We kind of expected it. To be 
100% honest, we were kind of 
disappointed that council didn't 
have all the information," said 
Hutcheon. With the informa¬ 
tion they did have they made the 
proper decision." 

Olds had previously attempted 
to obtain a tax exemption in 
1998. They did not meet the 
necessary criteria and were de¬ 
nied the request. In March, 2000 
they again tried but were not 
accepted due to not meeting four 
regulations. 

The non-profit organization 
is used by the public approxi¬ 
mately 78% of the time. Weseen 
says it is "hard to make money 
and maintain things." 

"It's kind of like an old fire 
that's just sitting there. To me 
it's just frustrating." 

Hutcheon did say that it "was 
very nice" that the County al¬ 
lowed them to appeal the March 
denial. 

"It had to be a snap decision - 
and it was really," he said. 

Councillor Dave Derksen mo¬ 
tioned to grant the municipal 
grant to the course. All were 
opposed except Councillor 
Derksen. 

Councillor Pat James told 
Hutcheon and Weseen to appeal 
the assessment given to them. 

"I think the appeal board 
would like to see that. I think it's 
important for the appeal board to 
see that," said Councillor James. 

Business plan in the works 

County councillors endorsed 
the idea of hiring a consultant to 
bring in an effective business 
plan. 

Although the councillors feel 
they are already on the right 
track, they don't think it would 
hurt to find out what they "could 
do better."

Ian Harvie. "It gives us a little 
better track record for council¬ 
lors. I fully recommend that to 
council." 

Councillor Dave Derksen was 
a little concerned about the use 
of a consultant for the business 
plan saying "we are using con¬ 
sultants left, right and centre...I'm 
tired of consultants." 

The plan is to contract Allan 
Perry, of Abingdon Ltd. Consult¬ 
ing, to lead a business plan work¬ 
shop for County Council on Oc¬

Councillor Gerald Ingeveld 
was in favour of the idea saying 
that it's "an evaluation of direc¬ 
tion."

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Alcohol Related Birth 
Defects becoming a 
major concern

Fetal Alcohol Syndrome 
(FAS) and Alcohol Related Birth 
Defects (ARBD) are conditions 
that are 100% preventable, if 
you choose. 

FAS is the leading cause of 
preventable birth defects and 
developmental delay in Canada, 
and drinking is the only known 
cause. 

Trina Butchart, the FAS/ 
ARBD coordinator for Region 5, 
says that "if people who are 
pregenant don't drink, they can¬ 
not get it”. 

"The brain is the only part of 
the fetus that continuously 
grows during the pregnancy," 
says Butchart, "so there is no 
guarantee if you drink it won’t 
affect the brain." 

Butchart says that the brain 
is different than other body parts 
because most parts, such as the 
ears and eyes, will grow fully at 
one period of time. But it can¬ 
not be certain when the brain 
will stop developing, therefore 
it is put more at risk. 

Doctors are advising women 
not to drink at all during preg¬ 
nancy, brestfeeding or even 
when planning for a pregnancy. 


There is no known safe level of 
drinking or a safe time to drink 
during pregnancy. 

These are lifelong disabilities 
and children and adults affected 
have irreversible brain damage. 
They often experience health 
problems, speech and language 
problems, learning disablities, 
behavioural problems and plenty 
of other difficulties. 

The diagnosis of FAS usually 
happens when there are abnor¬ 
mal physical features, mostly 
certain facial characteristics. 
They may have a flatter midface 
region, a thin upper lip or a nose 
philtrom. However, these are 
likely to disappear once puberty 
hits. 

In addition with the physical 
features, they are likely to have 
behavioural problems which 
leads them to do things because 
they do not understand the con¬ 
sequences of that action. 

Fetal alcohol effects differs 
slightly from Fetal alcohol syn¬ 
drome in that FAE does not 
have the physical abnormali¬ 
ties, but can have the speech 
and behaviour problems. 

"Just don't drink at all, be¬ 
cause you don't know how much

will be the trigger," said 
Butchart. 

Butchart says that the gov¬ 
ernment is getting involved be¬ 
cause "to have someone in their 
system costs more than $1 mil¬ 
lion per person over that per¬ 
son's lifespan." She also says 
that the government is hiring 
coordinators across the province 
to look after connecting people to 
the services or finding out what 
families need. 

AADAC started to address the 
challenges associated with Fetal 


Alcohol Syndrome and Fetal Al¬ 
cohol Effects (FAE) in 1996. The 
infrastructure included volun¬ 
teer FAS and FAE coordinating 
communites within all 17 Re¬ 
gional Health Authorities. 

In 1998, the Action Commit¬ 
tee of Family and Social Services 
and the Provincial Coordinat- 
ing Committee of AADAC merged 
to form the Alberta Partnership 
on FAS and FAE. Their long 
term goals include the preven¬ 
tion of FAS and FAE, and the 
enhancement of community ca¬ 


pacity for the support of those 
who are already affected by it. 

The committee is attempting 
to accomplish this through pub¬ 
lic awareness campaigns, train¬ 
ing initiatives and intervention 
initiatives. 

There are even some restau¬ 
rants getting involved by serving 
free non-alcoholic beverages to 
pregnant women. 

There is no known cure for 
FAS or other ARBD's. 

"It's a prevention piece that 
has to happen," said Butchart.

pond; an idyllic setting for many childhood adventures. 

As my children grew, I frequently told them bedtime 
stories about this wonderland. Because I told the story 
repetitiously, it became a relaxation exercise. Each night 
before starting the story the children closed their eyes 
and imagined going deeper and deeper into the gully. 
Part way down the hill stood an old maple. In their 
imagination, they reached out and touched the knarred 
tree, exploring its texture, and listening to its rustling 
leaves. Transporting them farther, they came upon a 
rocky ledge where socks and shoes were abandoned. 
Warm mud beside the brook oozed between their toes. If 
they bent down they could see tadpoles swimming. Slowly 
lowering their hands into the cool water, their fingertips 
brushed these silky creatures. Leaping across the brook, 
they ran carefree through the tall grass that grew along 
its sides. Sunshine warmed them while a tender breeze 
caressed their faces. The story continued, but by this 
point the children were always asleep. 

One summer we decided to drive east to revisit the sites 
of my childhood. Topping the agenda was a visit to this 
awesome gully. We parked at one end and began wending 
our way to the scene of my story. It quickly became 
apparent that our wearing apparel was grossly inappro¬ 
priate. Thistles tore at our legs and feet, burrs grabbed 
and stuck, and insects attacked viciously. The gully had 
become a veritable jungle. Machetes would have been 
helpful. Old bedsprings and sofas dangled precariously 
on the banks. Putrid mud sucked at our shoes. Humidity 
sapped our energy. All of us began grumbling. After 
what seemed like hours of trekking my daughter disgust¬ 
edly insisted that we abandon this quagmire. We were 
hot, sticky, filthy, bad-tempered and lost. The decision 
was unanimous. We retreated up a hill grabbing any¬ 
thing in sight that would give us leverage. 

Suddenly we found ourselves in someone’s backyard. 
Trying to look nonchalant, the four of us casually walked 
the length of the property to reach the street. As luck 
would have it, we were two houses short of the place of 
my memories. But by this point it really didn’t matter. 
Our picture had been shattered. Looking and feeling like 
vagrants, we slinked down the street to the car. On the 
way my daughter hissed, “Mom, if you ever tell that gully 
story again, I swear I’ll have a nightmare.”

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Las Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: My boyfriend doesn’t talk to me very much. 
He’s just a very quiet and shy person. Will he always be this 
way? I just wish he’d tell me what he’s thinking and feeling. 

DR. DOBSON: Your question reminds me of the story of 
the 12-year-old boy who had never spoken a word. His parents 
and siblings thought he couldn’t talk because they’d never 
heard his voice. Then one day the boy’s mother placed some 
soup in front of him and he ate a spoonful. He pushed the bowl 
away and said, “This is slop, and I won’t eat any more of it!” 
The family was ecstatic. He’d actually spoken a complete 
sentence! They all jumped around gleefully, and his father 
said, “Why haven’t you ever talked to us before?” The boy 
replied, “Because up until now, everything has been OK.” 
Maybe your boyfriend will surprise you one day with a flurry 
of words, but I doubt it. Shyness and an introverted person¬ 
ality result primarily from an inborn temperament that tends 
to be very persistent throughout life. Research shows that 
approximately 15 percent of children are genetically pro¬ 
grammed to be somewhat introverted like your friend, and 
that most of them will always be that way. It appears that 
some people just seem to be bom “noisy,” and others prefer to 
keep their thoughts to themselves. Your boyfriend may be one 
of the latter. If you choose to marry him, I hope you’ll do so 
with your eyes wide open. You’re probably not going to 
change him. Many women fall in love with the strong, silent 
type, and then resent their men for the rest of their lives 
because they won’t talk to them. 

QUESTION. I’m the boyfriend who doesn’t talk very 
much. I’ve been that way all of my life. Part of the problem is 
that I just don’t like to reveal what I’m feeling. But also, I 
don’t know how to talk to people. I get really uncomfortable 
when I’m with people and I’m expected to say things. Can you 
give me some hints about how to express myself? 

DR. DOBSON: It might help you to understand the basics 
of good conversation. Let me ask you to imagine that the two 
of us are facing each other about 8 feet apart. You have four 
tennis balls in your hands, and you toss one of them to me. 
Instead of throwing the ball back, however, I hold it and wait 
for you to toss another to me. Eventually all four balls are in 
my hands. We stand there looking at each other awkwardly 
and wondering what to do next. The game is over. Good 
conversation is something like that game of catch. One person 
throws an idea or a comment to the other, and he or she then 
tosses it back. But if that second person doesn’t return it, the 
game ends. Both players feel awkward and wish they could be 
somewhere else. Let me illustrate further. Suppose I say to my 
son when he comes home in the afternoon, “How did it go in 
school today?” If he answers, “Fine,” he has caught the ball 
and held it. We have nothing more to say to each other unless 
I can come up with another comment — another “ball” to 
throw to him. But if my son says, “I had a good day because 
I got an A on my history test,” he has caught the ball and 
thrown it back. I can then ask, “Was it a difficult test?” or, 
“Did you study hard for it?” or, “I’ll bet you’re proud of 
yourself.” If my son replies “Yes,” he has wrecked the game 
again. To keep the conversation going, he needs to throw back 
something of substance, such as, “It was a tough examina¬ 
tion, but it was fair.” Then our “game” can continue. As for 
your relationship with a future wife, it won’t be enough to just 
throw the ball back to her. She’s going to want you to be more 
intimate than that. She’ll need to know how you feel about 
her, what you dream about, things that upset you, what you’d 
like her to do, etc. You can learn to put these thoughts into 
words, even though you will probably never be a big talker. I 
suggest that you push yourself in this direction rather than 
saying, “That’s just how I am.” Your wife will probably have 
to make some changes to accommodate you, too. That’s what 
a good marriage is all about.

Canada, thousands of 
children are seen in emer¬ 
gency rooms and doctor’s 
offices for injuries sus¬ 
tained on playgrounds. In 
one year alone, more than 
350 children are hospital¬ 
ized as a result of play¬ 
ground injuries. Falls are 


the main cause of play¬ 
ground injuries, account¬ 
ing for 70 percent of inju¬ 
ries needing medical care. 
Strangulation is the most 
common cause of death.

Grain transportation changes 
to benefit Canadian farmers

From Elevator to port 

• Rail car unloads for all grains for week 42 (week ending 
May 21) were 3,104 at Vancouver (target: 3,300) and 548 at 
Prince Rupert (target: 390). Rail car unloads at Thunder Bay 
totaled 2,010 cars (target: 2,240). 

• Primary elevator space for week 42 was 31 percent, 
compared to 28 percent the week before. Manitoba elevators 
averaged 33 percent space, Saskatchewan elevators averaged 
30 percent space and Alberta elevators averaged 30 percent 
space. 

FOB forward 

• The Japanese Baking Industry Association mission will be 
in Canada from May 23 to 29, 2000 to familiarize participants 
from the Japanese Baking Industry Association with the 
Canadian baking industry. During the program, participants 
will meet with Canadian International Grains Institute staff to 
discuss issues related to baking quality and to examine baked 
goods available in the North American marketplace. Sessions 
will also be held at the Canadian Grain Commission, the 
Canadian Wheat Board and at commercial grain handling and 
bakery sites.

• The CWB has issued a tender to hire a Election Coordina¬ 
tor for the Director elections to be held this fall. The deadline 
for proposals is June 16. The coordinator will conduct and 
manage the election of five out of the 10 farmer-elected direc¬ 
tors. Voting will consist of mail-in ballots. 


On May 10th, the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada unveiled plans 
to achieve a more efficient, 
reliable, commercial and ac¬ 
count able grain handling and 
transportation system. 

The changes will save farm¬ 
ers about $178 million annu¬ 
ally in lower overall transpor¬ 
tation costs, compared to what 
would have been in the case in 


whether farmers are benefit¬ 
ing; whether the Wheat Board’s 
marketing mandate is adversely 
affected; how the efficiency of 
the railways, the grain han¬ 
dling companies and the ports 
are progressing; and the over¬ 
all performance of the grain 
handling and transportation 
system. 

As well, the issue of more 
open access to rail lines — to 
promote railway competition — 
is being referred to the upcoming 
statutory review of the Canada 
Transportation Act. It is sched¬ 
uled to begin by July 1st, with 
an interim report on such is¬ 
sues as enhanced running 
rights, regional railways 
and other pro-access concepts, 
expected within six months. 

While more remains to be 
done to improve the western 
grain handling and transporta¬ 
tion system, the measures an¬ 
nounced by the Government of 
Canada represent a positive step 
forward for farmers. Many farm 
groups, municipalities and all 
three prairie provincial govern¬ 
ments have reacted favour¬ 
ably. 

The immediate challenge for 
the Wheat Board, grain com¬ 
panies and the railways is to 
work constructively together, 
so farmers will benefit. 


to include more tendering for 
the logistical services the 
Board requires to move its 
shipments to 

Vancouver, Prince Rupert, 
Thunder Bay and Churchill. 
In 2000-01 and 2001-02, the 
Board will tender at least 25% 
of its shipping volume to these 
four ports, with the total ris¬ 
ing to at least 50% in 2002-03. 
Within the basic contracts for 
overall car supply, which the 
Board will negotiate with 
the railways, the new tendering 
will provide new scope for the 
grain companies and the rail¬ 
ways to manage their on-the 
ground logistics in the most 
efficient manner. 

* Amendments to the Canada 
Transportation Act will encour¬ 
age the transfer of branch lines 
to community-based short-line 
operators, and will simplify the 
Final Offer Arbitration process 
for settling commercial disputes. 

The government will select 
an independent, professional 
third-party to continuously 
monitor and measure the im¬ 
pact of the changes, and to re¬ 
port regularly to the Minister 
of Transport, the Minister re¬ 
sponsible for the Canadian 
Wheat Board and the Minister 
of Agriculture and Agri-Food. 

This process will examine 


upcoming crop year. For that 
reason, the government is anx¬ 
ious to have the necessary 
laws enacted before Parlia¬ 
ment adjourns for the summer 
— so they can come into effect 
on August 1st. 

The main elements of the 
policy package are: 

* The elimination of tightly 
regulated freight rates and the 
introduction, instead, of an 
overall cap on the grain rev¬ 
enues the railways can 
accumulate. The cap will be 
set at 18% below the level that 
would otherwise prevail in 
2000-01, and that will save 
farmers $178 million. 

* A federal contribution of 
$175 million over the next five 
years to help alleviate some of 
the pressure on grain roads 
across the west. 

* The Canadian Wheat 
Board’s role will be modified

The federal govern¬ 
ment expects to intro¬ 
duce the bill in the House 
of Commons by the end 
of May 2000 with a view 
to initiate changes for 
the new crop year begin¬ 
ning August I, 2000.

Intended changes to 
the grain transportation 
system include a move 
from rate cap to revenue 
cap on freight and a re¬ 
duction in freight rates, 
both of which will ben¬ 
efit Alberta producers in 
the short term. 

Implementation of ten¬ 
dering and changes to 
competitive access will 
also position the indus¬ 
try for the long term. 

The federal govern¬ 
ment also followed 
through on a suggestion 
from the Alberta govern¬ 
ment to create a third 
party monitoring sys¬ 
tem. Alberta will pres¬ 
sure the federal govern¬ 
ment to ensure the re¬ 
ports generated by the 
monitoring agency will 
be made public. 

Ed Stelmach, Minis¬ 
ter of Infrastructure, 
said he was also pleased 
with a number of the 
changes reflected in the 
proposed legislation.

Agriculture is shifting from 
production based to a market 
driven industry. Because there 
are many market forces that 
can affect an agri-business in a 
market driven industry, it's im¬ 
portant to develop a market fo¬ 
cus for a business. Market focus 
means targeting the business to 
a specific group. 

With a well researched and 
defined market focus a business 
planner can: 

•identify profit centres; 
•develop complementary 
products and services and/or 
add value to agricultural com¬ 
modities; 

•create a more detailed busi- 


Ask a person what is important 
to them and you will discover 
their values. Values often trans¬ 
form into a want that can be 
supplied by the market. 

For example, a customer is 
concerned about food safety and 
may value foods that have been 
grown with no pesticides or fer¬ 
tilizers. 

Organic vegetables or natu¬ 
ral beef products at a local farm¬ 
ers' market supplies this value 
to the customer. 

The business of addressing 
customer wants can extend to 
all parts of a business from prod¬ 
ucts, marketing, packaging and 


how the products are sold. 

Customers can be grouped 
according to their feelings about 
price. Many business advisors 
refer to this as price sensitivity. 
Everyone has opinions about 
price, but some people are so 
price sensitive they will find a 
substitute unless a product is 
offered at the lowest price. 

On the other end of the scale 
are consumers who are willing 
to pay a large price for an item 
as long as it delivers quality, 
luxury and a good feeling when 
purchasing. 

The type of price sensitive 


consumer attracted to a prod¬ 
uct will affect many decisions 
from a business strategy, from 
the product to packaging, serv¬ 
ice, distribution and of course 
pricing. 

Once research has been done, 
several customer groupings can 
be combined to create an ideal 
customer profile. A clear idea of 
your target customer is a first 
step towards developing a mar¬ 
ket focus and a successful busi¬ 
ness.

To create a market focus for 
an agri-business it is important 
to target a specific group.

Demographics can sepa¬ 
rate customers according to edu¬ 
cation, income, age, place of 
residence and family size. 

Lifestyle groups are another 
way advisors coordinate cus¬ 
tomer groups.
